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COMMENCEMENT  PROGRAM 

NOW  NEARING  COMPLETION 


SENIOR  CLASS  MAKES  AN 

UNUSUAL  GIFT  TO  SCHOOL 


Plans  for  the  one  hundred  and  sixty-ninth 
commencement  of  Governor  Dumraer  Acad- 
emy are  now  nearly  completed.  Commence- 
ment activities  will  begin  Sunday  afternoon, 
June  fifth,  with  the  baccalaureate  sermon  by 
the  Reverend  Mr.  Leslie  Glenn  at  Adelyn- 
rood  Chapel,  and  will  conclude  with  the  an- 
nual Alumni  Dinner  in  the  Lang  Gymnasium 
Friday  evening,  June  tenth.  Dr.  Claude  M. 
Fuess  of  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  will  de- 
liver the  address  at  the  graduation  exercises 
at  ten-thirty  Friday  morning,  and  the  speakers 
at  the  Alumni  Dinner  will  include  the  Rever- 
end Mr.  Carroll  Perry  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  the  Honorable  Channing  Cox, 
former  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth. 

If  the  weather  permits,  the  graduation  ex- 
ercises Friday  morning  will  be  held  under  the 
trees  on  the  front  campus  as  they  were  last 
year.  The  buffet  lunch  served  at  the  Com- 
mons at  one-thirty  last  year  proved  to  be  a 
delightfully  informal  function,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  it  will  again  overflow  to  the  sur- 
rounding lawns. 

The  Annual  Dinner  will  be  the  climax  of 
the  commencement  program.  In  the  past  this 
function  has  usually  been  called  the  Alumni 
Dinner,  but  it  is  really  much  more  than  that. 
It  is  the  one  occasion  during  the  year  when 
the  alumni,  the  trustees,  the  faculty,  the 
students,  and  their  parents  and  friends  meet 
in  one  social  gathering.  All  parents  are 
urged,  therefore,  to  plan  to  attend. 

The  whole  senior  class  is  participating  in 
the  plans.  The  Commencement  Committee, 
under  the  leadership  of  H.  Shaw  Carter,  the 
class  president,  consists  of  eight  other  seniors, 
each  of  whom  acts  as  chairman  of  a  sub- 
committee in  charge  of  a  definite  part  of  the 
program.  Gardiner  Maxcy  heads  the  com- 
mittee on  Baccalaureate  Sunday;  S.  Forbush 
McGarry  the  one  in  charge  of  the  Ambrose 
Prize  Speaking  Contest  and  the  Musical  Clubs 
Concert;  William  A.  Buechner  is  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  the  Alumni  Dinner;  Colin 
F.  Soule  of  the  one  on  the  graduation  exer- 
cises; Terry  Staples  is  head  of  one  on  enter- 
tainment of  parents;  Carl  Jonas  of  the  one  on 
the  senior  banquet;  John  C.  Cushman  of  the 
one  on  the  Senior  Sing;  and  Augustine  Conant 
of  the  committee  on  invitations.  Every  mem- 
ber of  the  class  is  a  member  of  one  of  these 
committees. 


Looking  about  for  something  out  of  the 
ordinary  as  a  class  gift  to  the  school,  the  sen- 
iors this  year  decided  to  undertake  the  drain- 
age of  the  southwest  portion  of  the  athletic 
field,  a  large  area  of  which  has  in  the  past 
been  useless  in  late  fall  and  early  spring  be- 
cause of  surface  water  which  has  stood  in 
large  pools  for  several  days  after  every  rain. 
Mr.  Frederick  H.  Goodwin  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  has  provided  the  necessary  tile,  and 
Mr.  Dunning  of  the  faculty  has  drawn  up  the 
plans  for  a  nine  hundred  foot  system  which  is 
expected  to  make  that  portion  of  the  field 
available  as  early  in  the  spring  as  the  portions 
where  the  drainage  is  naturally  good. 

Digging  began  on  Thursday,  May  fifth, 
when  every  senior  spent  an  hour  or  more  in 
the  trenches,  and  continues  almost  daily.  The 
seniors  are  doing  the  entire  job  without  super- 
vision except  by  their  own  officers,  and  al- 
ready more  than  half  the  excavation  is  com- 
pleted. Mr.  Woodbury's  force  will  lay  the 
tile,  and  the  seniors  hope  to  have  the  greater 
part  of  the  trenches  filled  in  again  before  the 
week-end.  A  second  system,  designed  to  drain 
the  entrance  to  the  field,  will  be  begun  as  soon 
as  the  present  trenches  are  completed.

Other  future  speakers  include 
the  Reverend  Mr.  Ashley  Day  Leavitt  of  the 
Harvard  Congregational  Church,  Brookline, 
and  the  Reverend  Mr.  H.  B.  Ogilby  of  the 
Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Brookline. 

On  April  17  the  Reverend  Vivian  Pomeroy 
of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Milton 
gave  a  very  interesting  and  fascinating  talk  to 
the  school.  He  immediately  aroused  the  in- 
terest of  all  by  relating  the  story  of  a  friend 
in  England  who  was  very  much  discouraged 
with  himself  because  of  successive  failures, 
but  was  given  courage  to  begin  again  by  be- 
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ing  shown  a  Lincoln  penny  which  had  been 
tested  by  being  placed  beneath  the  wheels  of 
a  freight  train.  In  spite  of  the  terrific  beat- 
ing, tne  penny  still  bore  the  image  which 
had  been  stamped  upon  it  in  the  mint,  and 
Mr.  Pomeroy's  friend  saw  the  point  and  was 
inspired  to  show  equal  fortitude. 

The  Reverend  Mr.  McCartney  Relates 
Unusual  Dream 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Henry  H  McCartney  of 
the  local  church  gave  an  unusual  talk  on 
April  24.  He  told  of  a  dream  in  which  he 
was  sent  to  heaven  to  study  Mr.  George 
Vvaring,  an  engineer  who  had  done  a  great 
deal  toward  stamping  out  yellow  fever  and 
who  had  finally  given  his  lite  in  that  struggle. 
Mr.  McCartney  pictured  Mr.  Waring  as 
growing  so  bored  in  heaven,  where  every- 
thing was  already  pertect  and  nothing  could 
be  improved,  that  fie  finally  secured  permis- 
sion to  visit  the  other  place.  There  he  found 
people  living  in  discomfort  and  danger  that 
he,  as  an  engineer,  knew  could  be  avoided. 
He  shortly  interested  the  inhabitants  in  at- 
tempting to  better  their  living  conditions,  and 
thereafter  all  became  busy  and  happy  and 
Mr.  Waring  saw  so  much  congenial  work  to 
be  done  that  he  was  never  content  to  return 
to  the  perfection  of  heaven. 

On  May  first  Mr.  Charles  H.  Taylor,  Assist- 
ant Headmaster  of  Middlesex,  and  Headmast- 
er-elect of  Belmont  Hill,  spoke  at  the  Vesper 
service.  Mr.  Taylor's  presence  here  forecasts 
a  closer  acquaintance  between  Governor  Dum- 
mer and  Belmont  Hill.  The  subject  of  his 
talk  was  the  "finding  of  oneself".  He  said 
that  to  find  oneself,  or  rather  to  find  out  what 
one  can  do,  it  is  necessary  for  one  to  become 
completely  absorbed  in  one  thing.  If  we  so 
concentrate  our  energy  we  are  sure  to  win,  or 
find  ourselves  on  top. 

Unusual  Devotion  to  a  Cause  Described  by 
Mr.  Wallace  W.  Anderson 
Mr.  Wallace  W.  Anderson  of  the  Franklin 
Street  Congregational  Church  of  Manchester, 
N.  H.,  addressed  the  school  at  Vespers  on  May 
eighth.  He  explained  the  necessity  of  having 
some  guiding  principle  to  give  our  lives  stabil- 
ity and  to  prevent  our  being  creatures  of  mood 
and  whim.  As  an  example  he  told  the  story 
of  Alfred  Rinehardt,  a  Harvard  medical 
student  who  discovered  that  he  had  a  painful 
and  incurable  heart  disease.  Instead  of  giving 
up  in  despair,  Rinehardt  was  led  by  his  great 
desire  to  alleviate  human  suffering  to  make  of 
himself  a  laboratory  experiment,  even  refusing 
the  drug  that  would  decrease  his  suffering  be- 
cause he  feared  it  would  make  his  observations 
less  useful  in  finding  a  way  to  prevent  others 
from  suffering  his  fate. 


BILL  CUNNINGHAM  OF 

BOSTON  POST  WILL  BF 

ENTERTAINER   TONIGHT 


Bill  Cunningham  of  the  Boston  Post  will 
be  the  speaker  at  the  regular  entertainment 
this  evening.  Mr.  Cunningham  has  been  a 
sports  writer  on  the  Post  for  many  years  and 
has  the  reputation  of  being  a  very  entertain- 
ing speaker.  Next  Saturday  Mr.  Guy 
Murchie,  a  world  traveller,  will  give  an  ac- 
count of  a  journey  to  little  visited  countries; 
on  May  28  Mr.  H.  C.  Peterson  will  return 
with  another  program  of  sound  pictures;  and 
on  June  fourth  Chief  Crazy  Bull,  a  full 
blooded  Sioux  Indian  and  the  son  of  the  chief 
who  led  the  attack  on  Custer,  will  give  a  var- 
ied program  of  Indian  songs,  dances,  and  leg- 
ends. Of  the  entertainments  of  the  past 
month,  Mr.  Roland  A.  Wood's  impersona- 
tions proved  to  be  the  most  popular. 

On  Saturday,  April  16,  the  school  was  en- 
tertained by  Mr.  Leon  Pearson,  of  Haverford, 
Pennsylvania.  His  entertainment  consisted  of 
numerous  poetry  and  prose  readings  which  he 
grouped  under  the  general  title  of  "The  Comic 
Muse."  In  some  poems,  he  showed,  the  ele- 
ments of  humor  and  pathos  are  so  blended 
that  it  is  difficult  to  decide  whether  they  are 
humorous  or  pathetic;  and  such  poems  are  of 
greater  merit  than  those  which  depend  entirely 
on  humor.  Among  the  prose  readings  the  best 
was  one  from  Mark  Twain's  The  Innocents 
Abroad  in  which  the  author  describes  how  he 
and  his  companion  drove  the  professional 
guides  to  distraction  by  pretending  complete 
ignorance  and  complete  indifference.  Mr. 
Pearson  concluded  his  program  by  reading  one 
of  his  own  poems  in  which  he  lamented  the 
fact  that  fate  had  deprived  him  of  his  chances 
of  immortality  by  making  him  completely 
normal  and  denying  him  the  peculiarities  that 
distinguish  geniuses. 

Mr.  Stickney  Shows  Unusual  Pictures  of 
Moose  and  Deer  in  Maine  Woods 

Mr.  Joseph  B.  Stickney,  the  entertainer 
of  April  23,  came  to  Governor  Dummer 
Academy  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  R.  J. 
Maxcy  of  Portland.  Mr.  Stickney  had  some 
excellent  game  pictures  which  he  had  secured 
in  pursuance  of  his  duties  as  supervisor  of 
game  wardens  in  the  state  of  Maine.  Among 
them  were  pictures  showing  the  process  of 
stripping  salmon  in  the  state  hatcheries,  in- 
cubating the  eggs,  and  raising  the  young  fish 
until  they  were  large  enough  to  put  in  the 
streams. 

He  had  also  some  very  unusual  pictures  of 
moose  and  deer.  One  of  the  most  striking 
reels  was  one  showing  the  game  wardens  in  the 
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woods  seeking  wounded  animals  after  hunting 
season.  Several  moose  were  found  so  badly 
wounded  that  they  had  to  be  killed,  but  there 
were  others  that  were  cured  and  freed  again. 
Mr.  Stickney's  best  pictures  were  of  a  nest  of 
young  eagles  which  he  photographed  at  inter- 
vals from  the  time  they  were  hatcned  until 
they  finally  left  the  nest. 

Mr.  Roland  A.  Wood  Gives  Unusual

TRACK  MEN  TAKE  TWO 

FIRSTS  AT  DURHAM  MEET 


The  Governor  Dummer  track  team  entered 
the  New  Hampshire  Interscholastic  Meet  at 
Durham  on  May  seventh  and  succeeded  in 
taking  two  first  places  in  much  stiffer  com- 
petition than  was  met  there  last  year.

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MILESTONES 


Several  weeks  ago  Mr.  Eames  suggested 
the  interesting  possibility  of  George  Washing- 
ton's passing  along  the  old  road  from  Boston 
on  his  way  to  Newburyport,  shortly  after  the 
Revolutionary  War.  Since  Tobias  Lear,  who 
had  been  a  student  at  the  Governor's  Acad- 
emy before  his  appointment  as  secretary  to 
Washington,  accompanied  the  latter  on  all  his 
official  trips,  it  does  not  fall  entirely  to  the 
imagination  to  believe  that  Mr.  Lear  pointed 
out  the  Mansion  House  and  the  old  milestone 
as  landmarks. 

George  Washington  about  that  time  had 
reached  a  point  at  which  he  was  forced  to  de- 
cide whether  to  return  to  his  beloved  Mount 
Vernon  or  to  go  back  to  his  unpleasant  task  at 
the  Capitol.  We  may  therefore  say  that  this 
point  was  literally  a  milestone  in  Washing- 
ton's life. 

Burdened  as  it  is  with  warnings  of  future 
obstacles  to  overcome,  this  generation  is  tir- 
ing of  receiving  responsibilities;  but  it  is,  nev- 
ertheless, confronted  with  the  fact  that  many 
present  day  difficulties  will  still  be  problems 
in  the  future.  Our  generation  must  pick  out 
for  itself  the  approaching  milestones  and  must 
be  prepared  to  arrive  at  them  with  the  solu- 
tions for  taking  the  turn  in  the  right  direc- 
tion.

On  Thursday,  May  fifth,  the  school  enjoyed 
another  surprise  holiday.  It  was  announced 
at  breakfast,  and  from  then  until  evening 
study  hall,  every  boy  was  free  to  do  as  he 
pleased.  Mr.  Eames  had  picked  a  warm 
spring  day,  and  most  of  the  boys  chose  to 
spend  it  out  of  doors.  The  seniors  spent  most 
of  the  morning  in  their  trenches  and  earned 
the  respect  of  the  rest  of  the  school  by  the 
amount  they  accomplished. 

Dartmouth  College  has  accepted  for  admis- 
sion next  fall  seven  of  the  eight  boys  who  ap- 
plied from  Governor  Dummer.  In  a  letter  tt> 
Mr.  Eames,  Dean  Gordon  Bill  pointed  out 
that  that  is  as  high  a  ratio  of  admissions  as 
was  accorded  to  any  private  school;  and  both 
the  boys  and  the  school  have  a  right  to  feel 
highly  complimented.

Seeing  him  among  the 
other  boys  at  the  evening  meeting,  Mr.  Hearn 
inserted  his  name  in  the  proper  place  as  he 
called  the  roll.  Afterwards  the  visitor  ex- 
plained that  his  momentary  delay  in  answer- 
ing was  owing  to  his  surprise  at  hearing  his 
name  called  without  the  customary  notice  giv- 
en him  by  hearing  Cecil  Kleeb's  called  im- 
mediately before. 

Robert  T.  Phillips,  1919,  recently  wrote 
that  he  had  heard  the  glee  club  and  was  much 
impressed  by  it.  Mr.  Phillips  graduates  from 
Tufts  Medical  School  this  June  and  will  in- 
terne at  the  Boston  City  Hospital.  His 
brother,  Richard  B.  Phillips,  1920,  graduates 
in  July  from  the  University  of  Edinburg 
Medical  School  and  will  spend  the  summer  at 
the  Rotunda  Hospital,  Dublin,  Ireland.

The  Third  Oldest  in  New  England,  This  Bridge  Carried  Passengers  Over  Parker  River  a  Century 

Before  the  Academy  Was  Founded. 


HISTORIC  PARKER  RIVER 

BRIDGE  RECONSTRUCTED 

ON  THE  ORIGINAL  SITE 


A  sign  has  recently  been  erected  on  the  old 
turnpike  opposite  the  milestone  warning  that 
the  road  is  closed  to  traffic.  Inquisitive 
students  who  have  walked  down  the  road  a 
half  mile  or  so  to  find  out  why  have  discov- 
ered that  the  old  wooden  bridge  over  the 
Parker  river  is  being  refloored,  but  few  of 
them  have  known  that  that  bridge  is  the  third 
oldest  in  New  England  and  has  stood  at 
exactly  the  same  place  for  nearly  three  hun- 
dred years,  since  1654,  to  be  exact.  We  are 
justly  proud  of  the  long  and  honorable  his- 
tory of  the  Academy;  but  Thorlay's  bridge 
had  carried  passengers  over  Parker  river  more 
than  a  hundred  years  when  Master  Moody 
met  his  first  class  in  the  Old  Red  Schoolhouse, 
and  for  more  than  twenty  years  before  Wil- 
liam Dummer  was  born.  Only  the  Mystic 
river  bridge  at  Medford  and  the  Saugus  river 
bridge  at  Saugus  are  older. 

The  location  of  the  bridge,  like  that  of  the 
old  turnpike  of  which  it  formed  a  part,  was 
determined  by  the  difficulty  and  expense  of 
construction  before  the  introduction  of  steel. 
The  Parker  river  bridge  at  Oldtown,  for  in- 
stance, now  carried  on  two  steel  spans,  was 


originally  built  in  1758  on  seven  stone  piers. 
The  location  of  Thorlay's  bridge  at  a  narrow 
point  in  the  river  enabled  the  builder  to  throw 
a  single  span  between  the  abutments  more 
than  a  hundred  years  before  the  town  of 
Newbury  could  see  its  way  to  replace  the 
ferry  at  Oldtown. 

Richard  Thorlay,  the  builder  of  the  bridge, 
was  apparently  a  man  of  considerable  enter- 
prise; for  he  first  built  the  bridge  and  only 
when  it  was  completed  applied  for  permission 
to  collect  tolls.  The  fees  which  he  might  col- 
lect were  fixed  by  the  General  Court  at  "2 
pence  for  euery  horse,  cow,  oxe,  or  any  other 
great  cattle,  as  also  one  half  peny  a  peece  for 
euery  hogg,  sheep,  or  goat  that  shall  pass  ouer 
said  bridge,  ....  provided  that  passengers 
shall  be  free." 

Richard  Thorlay  having  failed  to  keep  up 
the  bridge,  it  became  town  property  some 
time  before  1671;  for  in  that  year  the  Gen- 
eral Court  ordered  that  the  town  should  re- 
pair it,  which  was  done  only  after  the  third 
order.  In  1678  it  again  became  dangerous 
and  was  ordered  rebuilt  at  the  town's  expense. 
The  town  being  unwilling  to  expend  the  nec- 
essary money,  a  new  agreement  was  entered 
into  between  the  town  and  Thomas  Thorlay, 
son  of  the  original  builder.  This  agreement 
gave  Thorlay  the  right  to    construct    a    new 
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bridge  and  to  collect  tolls  on  it  for  ten  years, 
at  the  end  of  which  time  the  town  reserved 
the  right  of  recapture  at  a  fair  valuation  to 
make  it  again  a  free  bridge.  In  the  meantime 
Thorlay  bonded  himself  to  the  extent  of  one 
hundred  pounds  to  keep  the  bridge  in  repair 
and  to  protect  the  town  from  any  claims  for 
damages  arising  from  accidents  upon  it. 
But  Thomas  Thorlay  was  not  to  enjoy  the 
profits  of  his  investment  long;  for  in  spite  of 
the  agreement  that  he  should  collect  tolls  on 
it  for  ten  years,  the  court  ordered  it  made  a 
free  bridge  in  1680  and  awarded  the  builder 
only  fifteen  pounds  for  building  it.  Since  that 
time  it  has  been  in  continuous  use,  and  until 
1758  it  was  the  only  means  of  crossing  the  riv- 
er except  the  ferry  at  Oldtown. 

Today  it  is  still  known  as  Thurlo's  bridge, 
a  name  which  evidently  derives  from  the  col- 
loquial pronunciation  of  the  name  of  the  orig- 
inal builder.  In  the  court  records  the  name 
is  usually  carefully  and  correctly  spelled;  sev- 
eral times,  however,  the  court  scribe  was 
guided  by  hearing  and  spelled  it  "Thurlay"; 
and  in  the  order  by  which  the  bridge  was 
finally  made  free  it  is  consistently  referred  to 
as  Thurlo's  Bridge.  By  that  name  it  was  ap- 
parently known  when  it  carried  the  brunt  of 
the  traffic  from  Boston  to  northern  New  Eng- 
land; and  so  it  is  called  now  that  it  is  merely 
a  pleasant  stopping  place  on  "the  back  road 
to  Newburyport".
